Ben Nock asked about magnetostrictive resonators. David Ross and Bill 
Hawkins described the physical phenomena of magnetostrictive materials. 
Consider this phenomena as the "dual" of a piezoelectric material - one 
that changes dimensions in an electric field (i.e. quartz crystal). 


Some early Collins mechanical filters used a set of metal disks joined by 
fine wires to form a multipole bandpass filter. A magnetostrictive drive 
mechanism was used to provide the mechanical motion to the disks and wire. 
At the other end of the filter, the mechanical motion moved a small magnet 
in a coil which produced the electrical output. Some very early filters 
used magnets and coils at each end. Some other manufacturers used 
piezoelectric transducers to couple into mechanical filtering (I believe 
the Japanese Kokusai filters did this). 


Today, the modern generation of Collins filters use a torsional resonance 
(twisting of a short bar of material). They can be made quite small with 
excellent performance. Their price is fairly inexpensive in quantity - the 
stock 2.4 kHz SSB filter is inexpensive enough to be used in some high-end 
CB radios [filter price $20 to $30]. Unfortunately, you have to pay an 
EXTREME penalty if you buy in small quantities [$150 and up in small lots]. 
They also make AM and CW filters in the new style but these are generally 
not stock items.

I've always wondered about this, as manufacturers of the old wax tubular 
jobs often marked which end was connected to outer layer of foil. 


In fact, when I was in the process of re-aligning my recapped National RCP, 
I noticed that I had to "de-tune" several tuned circuits just a hair to 
prevent oscillation. A friend of mine at the time commented that his 
recapped RCP was doing the same thing, and we just assumed that the 
replaced resistors/capacitors were better than the ones they replaced, 
making the tuned stages have a little more gain, and making them more prone 
to oscillation. 


However, I now wonder if when I replaced the wax papers with Xicon MPP's 
(my cap of choice, I can never find disc caps in the values I need), if I 
unshielded a circuit that really needed some shielding. 


One thing we do have working FOR us in this case is that when replacing the 
large wax papers with physically smaller polypropylene or ceramics, we can 
make the circuit paths MUCH shorter. In fact, when I recapped the RME-45 I 
recently sold, I remember many instances where I cut the path to ground or 
to the next stage by at least 1/2" - now multiply that by 20 or 30 
capacitors, and that may be electrically significant... 


My few cents worth - looking forward to more comments on this subject!

The NC-303 problem (spurious responses) reminds me of what I've recently 
observed... 


I just got a hold of a really nice dual-trace, wideband (to 100 MHz) 
‘scope. No, it's NOT hollow state (but CRT is!), however it was a gift 
from a really OOM who was in tv service business. It's the first 
RF-capable scope I've ever had. 


Have been looking at the output of my stable of RF gens, Heath SG-8 (2@), 
Jackson 634, & an ancient Precision genny. 


The waveform looks terrible on some freqs, for all these units! Typically 
reasonably sinewave-ish at lower half of each frequency band of gen's but 
they give the most outrageous, non-symmetric stuff on upper half of most 
bands. Non-symmetric distortion means lots of odd-order (3rd, 5th, etc.) 
harmonics are present. (Why?) Have not played with changing output load 
on gen's to see if any change but doubt it. SG-8 uses a separate 
cathode-follower stage for load isolation from osc. 


Is this normal? 


These gen's are working ok, tubes ok (but have subbed other tubes, no 
change). Yes, it's nice to use harmonics of gen to get beyond their upper 
freq limit & you won't get any harmonics out of a pure sine wave! 


I need to look at the HF oscillator waveform of the many rx's in the shack. 
I will use a 10x minimum loading ‘scope probe to do it so as to not jimmy 
the circuit being measured. 


HF osc waveform must be pure or else...tight RF & mixer stages help a lot 
but why add to the rx's burden of spurious signal rejection. 


Getting back to -303, do the maths using 3rd or 5th harmonic of HF osc 
freqs & see what you get (sum or difference) at the 1st IF freq. If that 
doesn't work, try using even harms of 2nd, 4th. 


My Halli SX-101A (ham bands only) had problem only on 20 m with what I 
recall were 19m broadcast sigs coming thru. Maybe it has same problem of 
HF osc impurities. 


Or, perhaps image response: 1st IF freq of 1.65 MHz gives image response 
03.3 MHz away. From 14.0 MHz that'd be 17.3 MHz, from 14.4 MHz it would be 
17.7 MHz. That's still not fully into the 16 m SWBC band, so I'm not sure. 
I don't remember if the problem responded or not to ant trim setting or 

to adjusting the RF or mixer tanks. 


It's long sold so can't check it. Anyone want to report on what HF osc 


waveform looks like on one on 20 m? P.S. It had no other problems like 
that on any other band with this rx. 


Yet my Halli SX-100 gen'l coverage rx, which uses same IF's (& pretty darn 
similar RF & mixer except for manner of HF osc. injection) circuit as -101A 
does NOT have this problem on 20 m. Yes, the HF osc ct is quite different. 


Gentlemen (& gentlewomen), "man" your ‘scopes! (Darn hard to avoided that 
dratted sexist language stuff, my apologies to all genders.)

when recapping old rigs. Apparently, the newer devices are ‘too good' and 
lack the inherent losses that prevent oscillations. The BA archives will 
certainly contain the exact wording, but I remember it being mentioned 
that series resistors on the order of 100 or so Ohms were sufficient to 
eliminate the parasitics. Mind you, these are installed in series with 
coupling caps, not power supply filters!

I have to tell you, (hate to do it but you need the education), that 

this is the difference between the 
"TV Service Quality" equipment, and the Lab quality stuff, i.e. HP, TEK, 
et.al. I discovered the same thing right after I aquired my first decent 
scope (TEK 2213A) and freq counter (HP 5245L). The counter wouldn't track 
my generator right. It is a Triplett (retired). As I approached the upper 
end of any band, the freq would double. The scope confirmed it was a 
distorted waveform that was doing it. I recapped the thing, Changed tubes, 
changed filter caps, changed anything that I could to improve the 
performance. I cleaned it up a lot but never got rid of the problem. 
that's when I bought an HP 606B from Toronto Scientific. Test equiment 
problems solved, and a lot of the radio problems that I was having did to. 

The workman's only as good as his tools!

> While happily replacing paper/wax caps with disc ceramics, I thought 


> of something in the past. Someone or something I read said a 
> number of the old tubular caps could be replaced only with other 


> tubulars. This was because in some circuits, the big tubulars also 
> formed a shield, thus prevented other problem, ie oscillating amplifiers. 


> Is this true or maybe something I picked up from the guy that told me 
some tubes go bad because they loose their "emerson".

Tubes lose their emission but we learn electronics by emersion. My spell 
checker tried to convert it to emerson so that's what you get when you let 
a machine do the work for you.!!! 


Big bypass caps are tied to chassis and therefore RF ground. If they are 
big and bulky they just may serve as a shield between stages whether it was 
intended that way or not. The clever design teams used such methods to 
make cheap equipment function properly but the more astute ones tried to 
build equipment that was not dependent on sloppy gimicks. A careful 
evaluation may be in order as you go along replacing tubulars with disks. 
There is a slight chance you may stumble upon such a situation but it is 
easy to remedy the situation by trial and error. On occasion I have 
adjusted wires that I suspected might be causing coupling problems but 
there is a rule I apply to such situations: If it worked properly once 
before the way it is, what could I possibly do to screw it up? The answer 
I found most often is, you won't screw things up, and if it seems you did, 
it's because they were already screwed up. Have fun......

Here's one data point... 20 meters only. Haven't checked the other 
bands yet, but there are SWBC signals on 15/10 as well 


SWBC stations from the 31M band are showing up on 20. Very 
strong signals. One example ... SWBC at 9680 Khz appears at 
14110 Khz on the 20 meter band. Difference is 4430 Khz which is 
1/2 of the 1st IF of 2215 Khz. 


A quick look at the HF oscillator signal (at the grid of the 1st mixer) on 
a Tek 465B indicates a waveform that looks almost like a triangle wave 
with the upper tips tilted to the right -- not quite a sawtooth, but close. 


Guess its time to do some digging ....
